It is “suggested in some quarters that the motive of France is 
to retain the question of submarines as a bargaining factor in the 
settlement of Angl>Frenth differences, - Meanwhile there is no 
indication whatever-that the capital ship agreement will be 
affectef. American observers, however, fear lest recent talk of 
a fatare gathering should incline Japan and China to delay a 
settlement between themselves. . 

Shantung Agreement Wished For. 

It is pointed out from. Washington that ‘the Shangtong ques- 
tion is the test of the sincerity of Japan’s liberal protestations, 
and the ability of the Chinese leaders to distinguish between dreams 
and realities. - An. immediate settlement wocld give the sadly 
needed impetus to composing other'difiealties and could not fail 
to have the happiest effect on American opinion, while postpone- 
ment will inevitably raise suspicion and distrust. It is stated 
that the Japanese delegation has received instractions from. Tokyo 
not to make further concessions regarding Shantung. It still 
remalns’to be seen what mediation Mr. Hughes and Mr. Balfour

BRITISH NAVAL DEFENCE 
IN THE PACIFIC. 


New Scheme Proposed. 


Information is leaking out 
about the important scheme being 
deliberated between Great Britain 


and -Austratiategsrding the-fate: 
of the Australian Navy and the 
formation of an Empire fleet for 
the Pacific, with a base af Singa- 
pore. says the Sydney corres- 
pondent of the Morning Post. 
Briefly, the proposal is for the 
abandonment of tiat portion of 
Admiral Henderson's scheme 
which provides ‘for a locally- 
lcootrolled fleet, Australia spend- 
ing the money rather on docks 
and bases, while Britain estab- 
lishes a fleet ab Singapore. can- 
sisting of the latest capital shire, 
to which the Pacific Doroinicns 
‘contribute money or men. and 
bases for the fleet. ships where 
possible. 

The Singapore Conference in 
March considered « scheme, as I 
then reported, for the co-ordina- 
tion of training and for promoting 
joint exercises between the Aus- 
tralian and the British local 
fleets. The Imperial Conference, 
discussing thirscheme, consider- 
ed that Australia at present was 
practically defenceless, and took 
the view that Australia was 
neither able td defend herself-nor 
offer docking facilities to the Brit- 
ish battle fleet upon which the 
Commonwealth relies fcr pro- 
tection in: the event of 
peed.

The sppointment of Chang 
Chin-yao, formerly Tuchun of 
Hunan, as Tuchao of Kisngsi is 
suggested, but itis improbable 
that be will obtain the post as the 
American Legation is now pre 
paring to protest against his pres- 
pace in Peking, still holding him 
responsible for the murder of the 
American missionary at Yochow 
last spring. 

Tsao Kun arrived here yester- 
day evening and is calllng upon 
the President to-day, but reports 
from Loyang indicate that Gena- 
ral Wu Pei-fu is preparing a 
vigorous protest against the ap 
paintmeut of Liang Shib-yi to, 
the Premiership and the. posaibl: 
reappointment of such reaction- 
aries as Chang Chin-yao, Wang 
Chan-yuan and Chang Hsun to 
ofcial pasta Chang Tso-lin to 
day viated the Quadruple En. 
tente Ministers. 

The Chinese preas believes that 
Chang Tsolin will attempt to 
bring Gen. Wu Pei-faintothereac.
